AUBURN 
Oat Sowing Suggestions 
Auburn, Ala.—The farmers of 


\labame who failed to sow oats last 
all, which is the proper season in 
\labama, and are dependent on 
pring oats, should by all means get 
hem in the eround in February, is 
he advice of the agronomy specialists 
.t the Alabama Experiment Station 
nd Extension Service, 

According to these representatives, 
all of the year is the proper time to 
ow oats in Alabama, but those who 
‘ail to do so, and will need addition- 
1 feed during the crop season, should 
ind it profitable to sow oais, provid. 
‘d they do so the early part of Feb- 
cuary. 

For spring sowing Fulghum and 
Burt are the varieties reeommended 
They should be sown at the rate of 
wo bushels or mors per acre, Like 
»ther crops, spring sown oats should 
be put into a well prepared seed bed 
in order to make the’yield as great 
as possible. 

Timely Garden Suggestions .., 

The months of- February and 
March are two very important months 
from the standpoint of home gardens 
nany of which are planted durins 
these two months, and in order to 
urnish the information as to the 
nost satisfactory varieties the Ala- 
yuma Experiment Station announces 
results of yariety tests in 1921, as 
icllows:

A large pool of blood was found 
in the middle of the floor -where 
Travis had fallen after  yeceiving 
the first blow There are also indi 
cations that he had been dragged 
from the scene of the struggle to 
the inside rocm as the prints of his 
heels were plainly marked on the 
flooring. Upon the arrival of the 
officers, Travis was still wuneon 
scious and was unable to give any 
clue as to whether his assailant 
was a negro or a white man. 

Travis has a brother in Montgom- 
ery, David Travis, proprietor of a 
shoe repair shop on Dexter uvenue, 
also two other brothers, Joe Travis, 
a resident of Turkey; jand Jack 
Travis, a resident of Australia.
